“A.: This was on last Friday, 
October 25. .We were out on a 
march with the regiment and had 
been having some advance guard 
problems on the march. Maj.

A few times he 
had taken out his revolver and 
| juat pointed it without shooting. I 
believe he had no bullets in the 
gum at that time, 
snapped the trigger a 
without the gun discharging.

TWO FEET FROM MAJOR 
The reply was as follows: 


“Yes, sir, I was about fifty yards 
from him and ran up to where he 
was because I thought something 


had pened. On the second 
shot afver I reached him I was 
standing about two feet behind 


him, to his left. He came down 
with his pistol and shot a second 
time and that time the can dropped 
off the post. He lifted his pistol 
again, well up and slightly back, 
and then turned, or rather twisted 
to the left and the rear and told 
me that he got it that time. 

“I take it that the extra move- 
ment, swinging around to the left 
end to the rear, twisted the piatol 
down and also that he had a lighter 
pistol equeeze than he calculated, 
8o the bullet fired.

It must be remembered that in 
regular Army, or West Point shoot- 
ing, the side arm style is used. The 
shooter stands so that the target 
is straight out from hie right side, 
with the arm extended toward it. 
Thus he sights down the arm, with 
the front of his body facing at a 
90 degree angle from the target, 
his head turned toward it. 

At the position of raise pistol 
the arm is drawn straight back, the 
elbow bending and dropping so that 
the hand is about on a line with the 
shoulder. Rosenbiuth's testimony. 
is that Cronkhite’s gun was in this 
position, bent back. and suddenly 
slipped around, upsidedown, the 
trigger finger acting as an axis, and 
that in trying to catch it he pulled 
the trigger. 

The verdict of accidental shoot- 
ing, the autopsy report and other 
were sent to Washington. 
Apparently the matter was ended. 
But, when Mrs. Cronkhite, the 
major’s mother, learned of the cir- 
cumetances of her son's death, she 


said: 

“I don’t believe it. He was too 
much of a man to kill himself and 
too expert with arms to accidentai- 
ly shoot himself in that way.” 

Cronkhite had trained hundreds 
of soldiers in small arms ce 
without an accident. 

From Mrs. Cronkhite’s suspicions 
came an investigation that revealed 
that these papers sent to Washing- 
ton were improperly drawn up and 
that in some instances they were 
incorrect. Authorities declared 
some of the statements in them 
could not be true. Two and a half 
years later the same news wires 
which carried fifty words on the 
death of Cronkhite carried thou- 
sands telling that Roland Pothier 
had confessed that the major was 
murdered. 

The story of Pothier’s confession 
will form tomorrow's installment.

Proper support of destroyers 
consists of our own capital ships 
fully engaging those of the enemy 
so as to render difficult the diver- 
sion of any portion of the enemy's 
battery against the destroyers, but 
this in itself is not sufficient sup- | 
port, because our owri 
would encounter the resistance of 
the enemy’s light crnisers and be} 
unable to reach a fighting position 
close enough to the enemy battle 
line to make certain a sufficient 
number of hits to disable the ene- 
my's capital ships. 


ORUISERS VITAD 

Any destroyer attack, it has been 
proved, must backed up by 
10,000-ton light cruisers. It appears 
certain that the side having a pre- 
ponderance of light cruisers ig in a 
position to make a determined de- 
etroyer attack that would have 
every chance of success. This is 
that is now miss- 
in ovr fleet. We have no 
10,000-ton light cruisers even pro- 
jected, and only the 7500-ton Oma- 
ha, which has just gone into com- 
Mission. Nine other 7500-ton 
cruisers are building. 

Japan has eleven light cruisers, 
all built since 1918. and is building 
sixteen more of 10,000 tons each. 
Incidentally, it may be stated 
that the use of light cruisers in sup- 
port of destroyer attacks is only 
one of the many purposes for 
which this most impoftant type of 
vessel would be used in time of 


war. 
A great fleet of battleships, with 
all the auxiliary types, must comi- 
bine in great naval battles that de- 
cide the control of the seas, but 
it is the cruiser which will exer- 
cise that control once it is gained. 
The object of naval battles is 
simply to gain control of the 
ocean highways so they may be 
used for our own purposes and 
denied to the uae of the enemy. 


MINE LAYERS NEEDED 
The importance of the control of 
the seas can be realized when it is 
considered that the United States 
has a sea borne trade of more than 
$12,000,000,000 annuelly- over 
which our prosperity and standard 
of living depends. We could main- 
tain ourselves under conditions of 
close blockade that would permit 
of no imports or exports, -but it 
would. be a bare existence, involv- 
ing many hardships and certainly 
entailing the financial and eco- 
nomic collapse of the country. 

The farmer is probably one of 
the most vitally concerned, as he 
exports annually over $3,000,000.- 
000 worth of farm products the 
surplus that cannot be consumed 
in our own country and which ' 
must be marketed abroad, if he is 
to live a prosper. 
Another element of the  fieet 
proved necessary by the maneuv- 
ers is the mine laying submarine, 
which can eapproach, without de- 
tection, any enemy base, sow it 
with mines, and depart ‘ without 
leaving a trace of its activities.

DEFICIT EXPECTED 
Despite the fact that the govern- 
ment has tried to limit its ex- 
penditures to the utmost the state 


income during the coming budget 
year is expected.to be far too 
small to cover the expenditures. 
The figurea, shown in the draft of 
the Commissariat of Finances point 
to an expenditure of approximately 
$709.000.000 while incomes are ex- 
pected to reach the sum of $528.,- 
000,009. From the standpoint of 
Russian economics and finance the 
Geficit of $181,000,000 is high, the 
country thus facing a grave prob- 
-jlem to find somm means:to cover 
it. 

According to the figures given 
by the Commissariat of Finances, 
the deficit of the coming budget 
year will not exceed 31 per cent of 
the total budget, though it should 
be borne in mind that a consider- 
abie part of the expenditures will 
be used as a loan to industrial and 
agricultural enterprises and so can- 
not. be szegarded as direct expendi- 
tures for the year. 

In this connection it is interest- 
ing to note that the deficits of 19290, 
12921 and 1922 were, respectively, 
86.9 per cent, 84.1 per cent and 
42.56 per cent of the\iotal of ex- 
penditures. 

The largest expenditure in the 
proposed budget falls on the Com- 
missariat of Ways and Communi- 
cations—about 35 per cent of the 
whole budget. Next. comes the 
War Department and the Commis- 
sariat of Finances. The least 
amount will, be absorbed by the 
Commissariat of Nationalities. As 
rewards incomes, the largest are ex- 
pected tw be derived from er on 
followed by incomes from indu = 
trial enterprises and properties.

Los Angeles Stands Next 
to Chicago in Permits for 
March Construction 


Los Angeles, ninth in population, 
according to government éstimates, 
was third in building permits for 
March, by the figures just pub- 
lished by S. W. Straus & Co., of 
New York. And this city was right 
on the heeis of Chicago for second 
place, in spite of Chicago’s more 
than three times greater popula- 
tion. The figures are: Neéw York, 
$46,000,000; Chicago. $11,000,000: 
Los Angeles, $10.60,00° 

One billion and a quarter dol- 
lars’ worth of building permits, the 

test amount for «a similar 
period in the nation’s history, were 
issued in the United States for the 
first three months of 1923, the fig- 
ures show. Records for March 
alone showed a gain of 62 per cent 
over last year, or a total of $600,- 
000,000 for the nation. The Pa- 
cific Western States showed a gain 
of 171 per cent, more than twice 
that of the Central States, the 
nearest rival in growth. 

Houston was in fourth place, 
with $4,000,000. Jersey City’ and 
Cleveland tied for fifth place, with 
$2,900,000. Long Beach was 
eighteenth city. with $820,000.

NEW TRIAL DENIED M’SHANE! 


Fruit Man Sentenced to Ten Y ears in Federal Prison| 
ss and Fined $10,000 


United States District Judge Bledsoe yesterday overruled the 
motion for a new trial in the case of William F. McShane, former 
president of the Sutherland Fruit Company, convicted on six of thirty- 
six counts of an indictment charging the forging of bil's of lading 
involving asserted shipments of oranges, lemons and grapes, over the 
lines of the Santa Fe Railway, during the summer of 1919, and 
sentenced McShane to ten years in the Federal penitentiary on 
McNeill Island, with a fine of $10,000. 


The motion for a new trial was 
not pressed by McShane’s attorney, 
Duke Stone. He stated that if it 


was true a member of the jury had | 9 


absented himself from the panel 


400 | during the deliberations, the mo- 


tion for a new trial in such a case 
would only apply to a charge of 
felony and the defendant had been 
found guilty of a misdemeanor, 
‘ In passing judgment Judge 
Bledsoe said the verdict of the 
jury met with his approval, but 
he could not understand how the 
jury found McShane guilty of but 
six instead of thirty-six counts. The 


court there were more than 
100 fake bills and that they had 
cost the Teoples’ Bank and Trust 
of Riverside about $166,- 


Ten days’ stay of execution was 
allowed by the court and in the 
meantime an appeal may be per- 
fected from the judgment. The 
question of admitting McShane to 
bail will come up later. McShane 
was sent back to the County Jalil. 

It is doubtful whether the appeal! 
will be perfected. The transcript 
covering more than 100 bills of lad- 
ing will be bulky and expensive, 
and McShane's attorney's served 
i compensation in the second 
trial.

TRAFFIC OFFER 
DECLARED FAIR 


Leeds Asks Council to Order 
Plan Accepted 

Rejection by Board Majority 
Called Unreasonable 

Benefits in Proposed Feeder 
Lines Pointed Out . 


President Walter R. Leeds of 
the Board of Public Utilities per- 
sonally appealed to the City Coun- 
cil yesterday to instruct the board 
of which he is a minority cqm- 
missioner, and is opposed by Com- 
missioners Kennedy and Bogar- 
dus, to accept the offer of the 
street railway companies to ex- 
pend $6,000,000 in rail extensiong 
and betterments and the establish- 
ment of “feeder” motor bus lines 
from which transfers will be given 
to the street cars, Commissioners 
Kennedy and Bogardus have de- 
clared the offer of the street rail- 
ways “unsatisfactory.” 

President Leeds opened fire on 
his fellow commissionera yesterday 
by unexpectedly appearing before 
the City Council an@ addressing 
the Councilmen, 

“The board,” said Mr, Leeds, 
“asked the railway companies to 
make a long list of improvements. 
Many of these demands were, in 
my opinion, unreasonable. The 
companies have in turn offered to 
carry out many of the board's 
suggestions, and I believe that, in 
the interest of the general public, 
the Council, in which reste the 
final power, should instruct the 
board to immediately accept the 
companies’ offer, 


CONCESSIONS 

“The cross-town motor-bus 
service on Western avenue which 
the companies agree to intly 
— and operate between Holly- 
w Boulevard and Manchester 
avenue is one of the important 
concessions made by the companies 
and should be immediately  ac- 
cepted, as should a number of 
other extensions which the com- 
panies have agreed to make. 

“The majority of the board, at 
a secret session at which I was 
not present, refused to accept all 
offers of the companies, and I be- 
lieve that the Council should in- 
struct the board to accept the 
companies’ offers so that imme- 
diate relief to the transportation 
situation can be given.” 


NO FEAR OF RREAK 
Mayor Cryer today conferred 
with Utilities Commissioner Bo- 
Sardus, and after their talk the 


“I had a satisfactory talk with 
Mr. Bogardus, and 1 frel confident 
that the relations between the 
board and the street railway com- 
panies will not be broken off, and 
that the letter of the two commis- 
slioners was not intended to break 
off those negotiations. I feel con- 
fident the transportation situation 
is working itself out slong sound 
lines, and that in the end the peo- 
ple will get improved service.”’ 

Later in the day, President Leeds 
filed with the City Council a formal 
communication, which was in part, 
as follows: 

“I most respectfully 


that Honorable Body should 


immediately consider the advisa- 
bility of issuing instructions to the 
Board of Public Utilities under the 
authority and power granted to 
you by Section ll-a of Article 2 
of the Charter of Los Angeles City, 
concerning the offers of the Los 
Angeles Railway Corporation and 
the Pacific Electric Railway Com- 
pany to install ahd operate im- 
mediately, certain rail and bus 
line extensions as agreed to in 
their formal statement dated April 


i 4, 1923. 


“The Los Angeles Railway has 
made a verbal offer to augment 


or supplement any of their lines 


by the establishment of motor bus 


service. This is an offer that should 
not be turned down, but should be 
given careful consideration ai this 
time, as by this means they will 


abie to relieve te abnormal 


service conditions now, confront- 


ing us during the morning and eve- 
ning rush hours at least. It will 


also give the people the opportunity 
to express themselves on the motor 


bus question. 
“The carriers will know what it 
will cost to operate and the city 


will be in a positicn to work out 


future tra ortation problems by 
having the benefit of this know!l- 
edge, and if this is granted the 
burden of expense can be so dis- 


tributed that it will be least felkt,| 
and the experiment would not 
disastrous to present service and 
fare conditions. | 


“In addition to the seventeen 


routes proposed, the rail carriers 
offer to operate seventeen addi- 


tional bus line extensions provid- 
ing the streets are improved. The 
territories to be served thereby are 
now sparsely settled. but by the 
time the streets are improved there 
will be sufficient business to war- 
rant the extensions.” 

FEEDER LINE APPROVED 

At the meeting of the Bogard of 
Public Utilities yesterday after- 
noon, the matter of formally ap- 
proving and adopting as the ez- 
pression of the board the letier 
sent by Commissioners Kennedy 
and Bogardus to ‘the railway com- 
panies came up. President Leeds 
held that the preparation and 
sending of a letter by two members 
which had not been considered and 
approved by the board were im- 
proper, but he was overruled by 
Commissioners Bogardus and Ken- 
nedy and their letter was officially 
recorded in the records of the com- 
t@ission, President Leeds voting 

The board unanimously approved 
of the Los Angeles Railway Com- 
pany’s installing a motor. bus 
“feeder” line on North Lincoln ave- 
nue from North Broadway to Mer- 
cury street. The 1200 residents 
there of the “Happy Valley” dis- 
trict have placed the street on 
which the bus line will operate in 
good condition, Commissioner 


Bogardus said, and have agreed to 


pave it permanently, if necessary, 
for the bus operation, while the 
company has agreed to establish 
the service, which has long been 
fought for at the City Hall by the 
Glen Alta Improvement Associa- 
tion.

TREND OF POLITICAL ACTION 
AND THOUGHT 


By the Sentry on His Beat 

The outstanding issue of the 
municipal campaign, so far, is the 
independent motor busses vs. street 
railway company extensiong, “feed- 
er’ motor bus lines and subways. 
The issue appears on the May 1 
primary ballot as Propositions Nos. 
5 and 6. Proposition No. 5 seeks 
to repeal the 1917 initiative ordi- 
nance prohibiting independent pas- 
senger-carrying motor busses, or 
“jitneys,” as they were calied in 
those days, from operating in the 
downtown district. Proposition No. 
6 is a “straw vote” plan to ascer- 
tain if the majority: of the voters 
desire the Council! to award a fran- 
chise to the McAdoo-Hellman in- 
dependent motor busses to operate 
on more than sixty miles of the 
city streets and compete with the 
railway companies. Both proposi- 
tiong were sponsored and placed on 
the May ballot by petitions circu- 
lated and paid for by organizers 
of the McAdoo-Hellman system. 
Former Secretary of the Treasury 
McAdoo, now a resident of Los An- 
geles, is counsel for organizers of 
the proposed system. Mr. McAdoo 
at a Board of Public Utilities hear- 
ing to discuss the plans, said that 
his company would naturally pre- 
fer to have permission to operate 
through the downtown district, and 
‘Proposition No. would take down 


“A seat for every passenger” is 
the slogan now appearing on bill- 
boards in support of Propositions 
No, 6 and 6 and et first thought 
sounds well, But voters should 
not decide too hastily. We had 
“Jitneys” onc’ in Los Angeles, as 
protest against inadequate car 
service, but the voters were s0 
heartily sick of them after a brief 
experience that the exclusion or- 
Ginance, which Proposition No, 6, 


Would repeal, was enacted by di- 


rect vote of the people. 
Congestion today is ten times 
worse than it was in 1916 and 
1917 during the “‘jitney’’ war. Shall 
the people add to the already over- 
crowded street traffic the McAdoo- 
Hellman busses? Would worse 
confusion in the — transportation 
situation than exists today result? 
These questions are worth think- 
ing about before the voter marks 
hig ballot. The question to decide 
ig what is best for the public of 
Los Angeles, not tomorrow, or the 
mext day, but one year, two years, 
ten years from the present time. 
And thig factor also is to be con- 
sidered: If the independent motor 


to $6,000,000 street railway exten- 
sions to “feeder” motor busses and 
transfers between the busses and 
the street cars, and good-by to the 
Pacific Electric's subway system, 
for stockholders of these railroads, 
who have never received a divi- 
dend, cannot afford to make huge 
expenditures only to have the 


“cream” of their busi skimmed 
from them by independent motor 
busses.
